Politicians Threatened Company With 


All 8orts of Disaster Before They 


Accepted— Three Cars W recked by 


Dynamite. 


Philadelphia, March 21. — T he car­ 
men's strike has been settled. United 
States Senator Penrose tailed the di­ 
rectors of the Rapid T ransit company 
before him one at a time and forced 
thorn to accept the term s outlined by 
♦ he financial interests. 
Kruger, president of the Rapid T ran­ 
sit company, halted 
and 
protected. 
Clarence Wolf, the 
vice 
president, 
haled from Atlantic City by Penrose, 
argued unavailingly. Ballard, the chief 
counsel, tried to smooth the retreat of 
the Rapid T ran sit company. Nothing 
served to move the man who had be­ 
come the boss of the situation. 
He brought his hand down on the 
h!g table in his office with a bang that 
shook the chandelier. He said that he 
would break the Rapid T ransit com­ 
pany into small pieces and scatter the 
pieces over the streets lf they contin­ 
ued to hold out another hour. He told 
them that he would 
use every ounce 
of power he had to sm ash the com ­ 
pany if they continued to back and 
AU. 
He reminded them of the dubious 
financial position they were in. 
He 
threatened 
to 
get 
legislation 
that 
would force them to m ake term s less 
pleasant than had been submitted. He 
more than hinted at a receivership. 
He spoke as a man who knows that 
councilmen 
dance 
when 
the 
right 
strings are pulled. 
He dared the di­ 
rectors to risk action by the common 
and select councils. 
Kruger, Wolf and Ballard played for 
delay. They wanted the man who had 
b»»n their friend through ail the trou­ 
ble. Mayor John E. Revburn. to get 
the credit for settling the strike. Sen­ 
ator Penrose waved ail such sugges­ 
tions aside. T here were two hours of 
pleading on one side and flat footed 
dictation on the other. 
The situation 
was dramatic. 
The Rapid T ransit official* caved In. 
agreed

manded. Even recognition of the Amal­ 
gam ated union, through a grievance 
committee, is included In the capitu­ 
lation. 
Terms of Settlem ent. 
First of all the company agrees to 
take back all of the men on strike and 
to restore them to their old runs and 
their priority on the wage and promo­ 
tion lists. T he proviso is made that if 
the company is unable at once to re­ 
store all of the old men to their Job* 
it shall pay $2 a day to all that arc 
kept waiting, and that the*© shall re­ 
ceive their form er Jobs within two 
months. 
The status of the 173 motormen and 
conductors who were dihcharged for 
intoxication, knocking down fares and 
for the good of the service—th e act 
which precipitated the car strike— is 
to be left to a board of arbitration of 
three men. The Rapid Trail tit com 
pauy Is to nam e one m in. the car­ 
men's union Is to nam e the second, 
and these are to select the third. In 
agreeing to this the Rapid T ransit 
company knuckles down to the princi­ 
ple of arbitration which It had ii Doom 
promisingly hold out against up to the 
last hours of the fight. 
The company 
must, according to 
these terms, deal with Its employes 
through 
a 
grievance 
com m ittee 
of 
nineteen men. one from each barn. In 
this the strikers lost about the only 
thing they contended for—sole recog­ 
nition of their own union, the Amal­ 
gamated. because the Keystone, the 
"non union'* union, the body of men 
who rem ained faithful to the Rapid 
Transit company when the Amalga 
mated 
went out, secure representa­ 
tion. They a re entitled to a delegate 
from every barn they control, and they 
are in the m ajority In several. 
Thla 
grievance com m ittee of nineteen is to 
select a sub com mittee, the num ber of 
which has not been settled yet, which 
is to deal directly with the Rapid 
T ransit officials whenever differences 
arise. 
The strikers won a point in the m at­ 
ter of wages. By their old agreem ent 
they were to receive 23 cents an hour 
beginning Ju n e I, 1910. 
They were 
getting 22 cents when they struck. By 
the agreem ent forced by Senator Pen­ 
rose they go back to work at 23 cents 
an hour, and they will be raised to 
23Vi cents on June I next. The new 
men taken on by the company and for 
whom places may be found are to re­ 
ceive 22*"cents an hour. 
While Senator Penrose was ordering 
the Rapid T ran sit directors Into line 
and the term s were being agreed on, 
th*re was considerable disorder in the 
cit/. 
Three Cars Dynamited. 
Dynamite was again used to wreck 
trolley cars, and several were badly 
damaged by the explosions. The ex­ 
plosions of th e dynam iters were not 
confined to one section. They worked 
In Frankford and lower Germantown.

Session, It Is Said— Will Elect New 


Committee In Ten Days. 


Washington, March 21. 
The suc­ 
cess of the house insurgents in ou°t 
lug Cannon from the committee on 
I rules will be followed by an attem pt 
to take from the speaker the power to 
nam e committees. 
This will not be done this session 
or in this congress in all probability. 
; It Is likely no further attem pt will be 
t made to change the rules this session. 
! But when the next house Is organized. 
then It 
is probable that 
the great 
work which was begun in the last 
few days will be completed bv a pro­ 
vision in the rules that the house 
shall elect Its ow*n committees as the 
senate does now. Until that is done 
the speaker will have more authority 
than a large share of the house mem­ 
bers believe he < an be safely entrust­ 
ed with. 
Having passed the Norrie resolution 
enlarging the rules committee and re­ 
moving Speaker Cannon from it. tho 
next thing for the house to do is to 
I pick the new ru les committee. 
That 
body has Icon composed of .Speaker 
Cannon. 
Representative Dalzell and 
R epresentative W. I. Smith, Republl 
cans, and Champ Clark and Fitzger­ 
ald, Democrats. It will now consist of 
six Republicans and four Democrats, 
and Mr. Cannon will not be one of the 
Republicans 
Election In Ten Days. 
Under the resolution of Mr. Norris 
the election must be in th*- next ten 
days. It is expected the Republicans 
will caucus to select theli -ix mem­ 
bers, and that the D e m o c ra t will cau­ 
cus to pick their four. The probabili­ 
ties are that the regulars will control 
the situation as to the caucus so 
complete ly that not an insurgent will 
be put on the rules committee, though 
for the sake of inducing party h ar­ 
mony some concessions may he made. 
R epresentative 
John 
Dalzell, 
of 
Pennsylvania, one of the high priests 
of th e Republic an o rg an iz e Inn In the 
house, a man unrelenting In his bitter 
antagonism to the progressive* wing of 
his party, has long been Identified with 
the rules committee- Almost as much 
as Cannon himself, he typifies in the 
ev«8 of the country the tyranny exer­ 
cised through a long serb 
of years 
by the com m ittee on rules, The house 
regulars would go far to smooth things 
over In the* house and satisfy the sen­ 
timent in the country against control 
o fthe house by a small ‘dement lf 
Dalzell were 
kept off the new rules 
committee. 
But there is no sign thus 
far that anything of this kind will be 
done. 
Dalzell to Be Named. 
It Is probable Dalzell aud 8m!th will 
be kept on, and that n u b powerful 
chairmen cif committee* 
as Tawney. 
Payne. Weeks, of Massa' husetts. and 
Mann, of Illinois, will be added on the 
Republican side. 
While these men. 
and others aligned with them. who 
are possibilities, are Cannon men, It 
would be* impossible for 'hem to run

hand It has been m n in the past. 
T he firei battle against the system 
that has so long dominated the house 
has been fought and the system has 
lost. It is a forerunner of other bat 
ties by those who believe the house 
should be the

body that the fathers of the republic 
contemplated. Not only baa the Can­ 
non organization been shattered, but 
the whole organization of w'hlch Jo ­ 
seph G. Cannon is the head In the 
house and Ncdson AV. Aldrich Is the 
head in the senate has been Jarred. 
Not yet Is the encl in sight of re­ 
volt against rule of the* house by a 
small coterie of powerful politicians 
But a treme ndous step In advance has 
been taken since the outbreak of the 
Democrats and insurgents last T h u rs­ 
day afternoon 
against the spanker. 
These are the chief tilings that have 
been accomplished: 
By 191 to 15,5 the house adopted the 
am ended N orris resolution, which de­

of nitrogen nodules, upon which the 
value of the legumes as soil enrichers 
depends. 
This service rendered by 
lime is one that those who are desir­ 
ous of getting a start in alfalfa and 
some other legumes should keep in 
mind.

CORN AS FEED FOR HOGS, 


M ixed W ith M eat Meal It Supplies Al 
Protein Necessary For G row th. 
The question as to the most econom­ 
ical way of feeding corn to hogs is one 
that seems to continue to interest a 
great many people. A prominent swine 
raiser says; With tile experience I 
have had in feeding com to hogs It has 
always seemed to me that lf you 
merely throw a-plenty of good, sound 
corn to the fattening hogs, if they are 
of a good breed and healthy, the corn 
will certainly be put w here it will dc 
the most good. 
During a recent experiment compari­ 
sons were made In feeding dry cora, 
soaked 
corn, 
dry 
cornmeal, soaked 
cornmeal, dry corn aud cobmcal and 
soaked corn and cobmeal. Of dry corn 
It took 450 pounds to make IOO pounds 
of gain, and the gain was 12.3 pounds 
per bushel of corn. 
OI soaked corn It 
took 513 pounds of corn to make IOO 
pounds gain, ami the gain per bushel 
was 10.9 pounds 
Of dry cornmeal It 
took 595 pounds to make IOO pounds 
of gain, and tin* amount of gain per 
bushel was 9.4 pounds 
The normal conclusion from these 
figures is that In fattening hogs feed­ 
ing dry corn on the ear pays best. sr 
long as only corn is fed. 
lf some meat 
mea! were fed with the grain, espe 
chilly In the case of young hogs, th err 
might lie a more rapid gain, as the 
large percentage of animal food In the 
shape of meat meal or tankage sup 
plies all the protein needed to make 
growth. 
It seems that the age of hogs made 
some slight difference in relative re 
suits, though there was no apparen 
reason for it. 
For instance large hogs 
say over 200 pounds, made more rn pie
